The advance in lead products on 
Thursday was expected as an immedi- 
ate result of the rise in pig lead, which 
occurred during the early part of the 
month. It will be by those

It is not the province of the Reporter 
to criticise any action manufac- 
turers which affects only their own in- 
terests, but the manipulation of prices 
on lead during the past year and a 
half would have been more satisfactory 


by 


to dealers had it been more in line 
with what would have increased the 
profits of corroders themselves. The 


lead products are handled without any 
satisfactory profit by dealers generally, 


but there is more chance for them to 
make a commission on the business 
when prices are advancing, or are at 


least firmly maintained, than on a de- 
clining market, or under conditions 
when there is doubt as to the position 
of corroders. The decline in price in 
June was, as we have stated, widely 
deprecated by the trade, and the ad- 
vance just made will be welcomed as a 
partial offset to the disturbance which 
followed the preceding reduction, al- 
though had the full half cent been re- 
stored it would have been more satis- 
factory, and would have been regarded 
as entirely justified by the prevailing 
price of the metal and the high cost of 
oil. Doubtless most dealers have been 
taken care of in the usual way, by hav- 
ing their orders entered up at the old 
price, and if they generally take ad- 
vantage of their opportunity to make 
a profit, the fall season will open with 


some promise to them. It is to be 
feared, however, that in this section, 


at least, they will give away the mar- 
gin that Is thus offered them, and that 
the advance will, as usual, prove only 
nominal for some months to come.

and damp, many days will have to pass 
before the trees begin to produce again. 
As the yield has been almost nil up to 
the present, there are great apprehen- 
sions for the out-turn of the insorts crop. 
The districts where large and small flakes 
are produced have been mostly spared 
by the rains, but there also a regular 
and general gathering will be made later 
than usual, because, fearing the rain, the 
peasants have taken from the trees the 
small quantity of new manna which had 
already dripped out. 

Further advices, dated the latter part 
of September, were as follows: 

The weather the past two months has 
been generally rainy, and the production 
may be considered at an end for this 
season. The crop of large and small 
flake is below the average and growers 
try to drive up prices by abstaining from 
offering or sending goods to the market 
and by refusing to name the actual prices 
at which they would be inclined to sell. 
The rains having been more frequent in 
the districts where insorts are produced, 
the yield of this quality has been ex- 
ceedingly small. The biggest growers 
have secured, as they usually do, the 
bulk of the production in order to better 
control the market, and they are now 
gradually driving up prices. Owing to 
the rainy and damp weather, the quality, 
especially of insorts, has turned out 
poorer than usual. The demand from the 
consuming places for manna for imme- 
diate shipment is fairly active, proving 
that stocks of old manna are exhausted 
and that there are urgent wants to cover, 
but the higher bids, which are made to 
growers, produce no result. On the con- 
trary, considering the smallness of the 
crop, the brisk demand tends to confirm 
the opinion of the growers that by keep- 
ing back at present they will get higher 
prices later on. 

The conditions above described nat- 
urally resulted in a stiffening of values. 
In July, last year, spot quotations in 
this market ranged at fifty cents for 
large flake, twenty-three cents for small 
flake and eighteen cents for sorts. After 
the extent of the crop became known 
the range of prices was fifty and fifty- 
five cents for large flake, as to quantity 
and quality, thirty cents for small flake 
and twenty-five cents for sorts. To-day 
the range is sixty-five and seventy 
cents, thirty-five cents and twenty- 
seven cents, respectively, the quotation 
for large flake being practically nomi- 
nal, as it is understood*that there is 
nothing to be had on spot. The total 
advance for the _ year, therefore, 
amounts to thirty per cent. for large 
flake and fifty per cent. each for small 
flake and sorts. 

For some time past the tendency on 
the part of consumers has been to buy 
in a hand-to-mouth manner in antici- 
pation of a large crop this year and 
lower prices in sympathy. The stock, 
however, has been so small and so well 
controlled that prices have not been 
disturbed in the least. As yet it is too 
early to predict the future course of 
prices owing to the uncertainty as to

The manufacture of glass in Ger- 
many has become a thriving industry. 
The number of factories has reached 
400, giving employment to about 35,000 
workmen. For the past thirty years 
the import from Austria, Belgium, 
England and Italy has not only been 
rapidly losing ground, but Germany 
now exports to those countries cer- 
tain kinds of glass, such as bottles of 
every description, ete. Naturally, 
the German manufacturers have not 
yet reached that stage where they can 
compete with Belgium in mirrors or 
with Venice in fancy-colored decora- 
tions. < 


Thomas Higgins, of Milligan & Hig- 
gins, was absent on vacation last week, 


which will not be for some time yet. 
Even at the decline to forty-five cents 
noted above, prices are now much 
higher than they were at this time last 
year, when thirty cents would readily 
buy prime quality. The high prices 
which have ruled during the past year 
have been due to the very small crop 
of 1899, and the course of prices from 
now on will depend entirely on the ex- 
tent of this year’s crop, as the quantity 
to be carried over is practically nil. It 
it generally supposed that this market 
is better supplied at present than any 
other, as it is believed that there is 
enough ergot here to supply the legiti- 
mate consuming requirements until the 
new crop puts in an appearance, but no 
more. London has only a very small 
stock, while Hamburg has scarcely 
anything. Our Hamburg correspon- 
dent, in considering this point, says: 
“There is no stock left in producing 
districts, and the new crop is still a 
long way off, the bulk not being ready 
until December. Last year there were 
thousands of kilos of surplus stoek car- 
ried over, but at present it would be 
difficult to bring up four or five tons.” 

While much will depend on the quan- 
tity gathered this fall and _ winter, 
what that will be is very uncertain and 
any forecast would be decidedly unre- 
liable. Last spring we received advices 
that the rye acreage in Germany and 
Russia was large, and at that time it 
was the general supposition that the 
crop of ergot would also be large. This 
supposition occasioned a _ substantial 
decline. Later, however, reports were 
received, which stated that dry weather 
had prevailed during the flowering sea- 
son, while it is generally believed that 
wet and damp weather are conducive 
to a large production of ergot. This 
report had a stimulating effect on the 
market, which became active, and 
prices subsequently advanced to fifty- 
two cents, which figure prevailed until 
the present decline set in. Of late no 
authentic reports as to the condition 
of the crop have been received and this 
is therefore the uncertain feature in the 
situation. 

After a consideration of the conditions 
above described it seems probable that 
no great decline in spot prices will occur 
immediately. Of course the new crop 
will ultimately have the effect of low- 
ering values, but at present it is impos- 
sible to say, with any degree of accur- 
acy, how large the decline will be. 
Thus far nothing has been heard in 
regard to crop of Spanish ergot. Val- 
ues have shown only light fluctuations, 
because of the small stocks and the 
small demand. The recent decline in 
Russian has apparently had no effect 
on Spanish, which continues to be nom- 
inally quoted at sixty-five and seventy 
cents, as to quantity and quality.

It 
has occurred in the past that unscru- 
pulous parties have obtained similar 
barrels and filled them with New- 
foundland oil, which has been sold to 
the unsuspecting trade as pure Nor- 
wegian oil. It is unnecessary to say 
that such business methods are un- 
clean and are not indulged in by firms 
or individuals of good character. It is 
to be hoped that the barrels now re- 
ported to be for sale will be put to an 
entirely different use from that above 
described, which seems doubtful unless 
they are destroyed. 

It is long since any State legislative 
enactment has brought to the business 
interests of this city so much of sub- 
Stantial benefit as may fairly be ex- 
pected to result from the new partner- 
ship law, which went into effect last 
Saturday, as an amendment to. the 
penal code. The compulsory filing in 
the County Clerk’s office of the real 
and full names and addresses of all 
persons doing business under assumed 
names or corporate titles, should re- 
sult in protection of reputable men 
from the operations of the unscrupu- 
lous who may have sought either to 
hide a personal record or to use the 
mask of old and honorable names in 
the commercial world for the bolster- 
ing of credit. Hereafter, if Jones & 
Smith, rogues, succeed to the business 
of Robinson & Co., of enviable repute 
and good credit, the facts will be duly 
recorded and placed on public view 
for ready reference. Failure to com- 
ply with the law may carry a penalty 
of a year’s imprisonment, or $500 fine, 
or both.

W. H. Thornburgh, president of the 
Platt & Thornburgh Paint Co., St. 
Louis, Mo., died at his summer cottage 
at Biddeford Pool, Me., Aug. 22. 

Mr. Thornburgh’s death occurred 
after an illness of only thirty-six hours. 
The first reports gave gastritis as the 
immediate cause of death. A later 
telegram, however, stated that he died 
of heart failure. He had been in Maine 
only two weeks, and left St. Louis in 
apparently the best of health. He 
leaves a widow and three children. 

Mr. Thornburgh was prominent in St. 


Louis, both in business and social 
circles. He was a member of several 
clubs, and was noted for his many 


charities and his willingness to take 
part in any public movement. He was 
taken into the firm of cPlatt & Thorn- 
burgh shortly after completing his edu- 
cation, and at the death of his father, 
about fourteen years ago, was elected 
president of the company. 

His death was a severe shock to his 
friends and business associates. Mr. 
Charles Platt, vice president of the 
company, had no idea that Mr. Thorn- 
burgh was ill until he received a tele- 
gram announcing his death. 


John Baldwin. 

John Baldwin, assistant manager of 
the Chicago branch of the National 
Lead Co., died at the Hahnemann Hos- 
pital in Chicago on August 17th. About 
seven months ago he was obliged to 
give up active work and for the past 
five months was confined to his bed 
with a tumor of the liver. 


Mr. Baldwin was born in Malden, 
Mass, seventy-two years ago. He 
moved to Chicago in 1853, following 
Daniel B. Shipman, the founder and 


president of the D. B. Shipman White 
Lead Works, with whom he was asso- 
ciated in Boston and Chicago for up- 
wards of fifty-two years. Though of a 
quiet and retiring disposition, he was 
by nature endowed with strong char- 
acteristics, and with ability and 
rugged honesty met every 
that came to him in his long and useful 
career. He personally attended to 
every detail of his particular depart- 
ment, that of manufacturing, and for a 
long time has been recognized as an 
authority in the corroding and manu- 
facturing of white lead. 

Mr. Baldwin leaves a wife and one 
daughter.

Increase in Russian Tar ff 


The department has been advised by 
Mr. Pierce, chargé at St. Petersburg, 
under date of August 6, 1900, that Rus- 
sian import duties have been increased 
upon certain articles, for the purpose 
of raising revenue.

pound for that portion which consists 
of ocher, and 8c. per pound for that 
which consists of white lead, under 
paragraphs 54 and 67 respectively. The 
question raised is whether the provision 
for artists’ colors is more specific than 
the provisions for the various kinds of 
paints imported. In Rich vs. U. S., 


61 Fed. Rep., 501, the Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the Second Circuit held 
that the provisions for artists’ colors 


prevail over other provisions for spe- 
cifie colors, as artists’ colors are species 
of paints or colors which have under- 
gone special preparation to fit them for 
their particular use, and are not the 
ordinary colors provided for by names, 
The protest was accordingly overruled, 


Cocoa Batter Substitute. 

M. lL. Barrett imported at Chicago 
cocoa butter substitute. It was re- 
turned by the local appraiser as ‘cocoa 
butterine,” and duty was assessed at 
344c. per pound, under paragraph 282 of 
the act of 1897. The importers claim the 
merchandise is cocoanut oil, subject to 
duty at 20 per cent. ad valorem, under 
the provisions of section 6 or 7, as an 
unenumerated manufactured article, or 
that it is entitled to free entry under 
paragraph 626. At the hearing one of 
the importers testified that the mer- 
chandise was known commercially as 
“cocoa butter substitute and cocoanut 
oil solidified’”’ and the term ‘‘cocoa but- 


terine’ is not used. That the melting 
point of cocoanut oil is lower than of 
the article in question, and that the 


characteristic taste and odor of cocoa- 
nut oil are practically absent. The 
board therefore followed the ruling in 
G. A, 3122 and overruled the protest. 





Manganese Borate. 
Schoelkopf, Hartford & Maclagen im- 
ported at New York “manganese bo- 
rate,’ which was assessed for duty as 
borate material containing less than 36 


per cent. of anhydrous boracic acid, 
and duty was assessed thereon at 3c.

Lueders & Co. imported at New 
York oil of balsam peru, which was 
returned by the local appraiser as an 
essential oil, and duty was assessed at 
25 per cent, ad valorem under para- 
graph 3 of the act of 1897, The import- 
ers claim said merchandise is dutiable

Tactics of the Free Alcohol Claim- 
ants. 


Washington, Aug. 31, 1900. 

The manufacturers who have claims 
pending for frée alcohol rebates have 
shifted their campaign fiom the Hovse 
to the Senate and are making vigorous 
efforts to correct the false impression 
which it is assumed the members of 
the Senate Finance Committee have 
gathered from the statements made by 
certain members of the Ways and 
Means Committee that the manufactur- 
ers had no equities in their claims, 
chiefly for the alleged reason that they 
did not reduce their prices in anticipa- 
tion of free alcohol. 

The change in tactics on the part of 
the manufacturers who are now carry- 
ing their fight into the Senate is signifi- 
cant as indicating their confidence in 
the passage of a relief bill by the 
House, Those who have had experi- 
ence in Congressional affairs are also 
familiar with the fact that the Senate 
Finance Committee is, after all, the 
“court of appeals,’’ which must sit in 
final judgment on these claims. The 
consideration is kept in mind also that 
while individual members of the House 
are likely to be influenced in their votes 
by prominent constituents, the Senate 
Finance Committee is more amenable 
to well-based arguments and equities 
and is likely to be guided by a consist- 
ent theory of policy. For these reasons 
some of the leading manufacturers of 
the country have addressed letters to 
Chairman Aldrich, from which extracts 
are presented below:— 


Parke, Davis & Co., Detroit.—Inasmuch 
as Congress adjourned without taking 
action on the Russell bill relating to Sec- 
tion 61 of the Revenue Act of 18M, and 
since the justice of the bill will be urged 
upon the members of the Senate and the 
House at the next session of Congress, 
we beg leave to enter our protest against 
erroneous statements made to certain 
Senators and Representatives at the last 
session of Congress to the effect that the 
manufacturers did not reduce the price of 
goods into which alcohol entered as an in- 
sredient in their expectation of securing 
the rebate from the government, hence 
that there is no real injustice or hardship 
imposed on the manufacturer by the 
withholding of the rebate. Such a belief 
or statement is emphatically not true of 
the course pursued by this house after 
the enactment of the Wilson bill of Aug- 
ust 28, 189%. That bill gave us and our 
legal advisers what appeared to be a 
clear, unequivocal and reliable assurance 
that we should receive, in our capacity of 
manufacturers of medicinal preparations, 
a refund of the internal revenue tax on 
alcohol; and in no quarter was it sup- 
posed that the manifest purpose and in- 
tention of Congress would or could be 
thwarted by any course the Secretary of 
the Treasury might pursue. Considering 
the competition prevailing in our indus- 
try, it would have been singular if the 
prospect of obtaining the rebates had not 
entered into our calculations and prices. 
As a matter of fact, we did adjust many 
of the operations of our extensive manu- 
facturing business to the lower cost of 
alcohol resulting from the recovered re- 
bate, and we did actually reduce the 
prices of many of our preparations of 
which alcohol forms an important com- 
ponent. As we have previously stated in 
a communication since published, the 
foregoing applies to a number of exten 
Sive contracts involving large sums of 
money; in order to obtain the business we 
reduced our prices, and we felt perfectly 
safe in doing so, as the recovery of the 
alcohol rebate would ultimately yield us 
a satisfactory margin of profit on the 
orders. Our price list embraces from five 
to six thousand products, and another 
effect of our belief that we should secure 
the alcohol rebate was our decision not to 
advance a number of prices which we 
should have certainly increased had Sec- 
tion 61 been absent from the Wilson bill, 
Notwithstanding the increase of the al- 
cohol tax, which was advanced from 90 
cents to $1.10 per proof gallon (equal to an 
increase of about 38 cents per wine gallon 
of commercial alcohol), we felt that we 
could afford to permit many of our prices 
to rest where they were, inasmuch as 
the rebate promised us by Section 61 
would more than offset the advance of 20 
cents per proof gallon. We should cer- 
tainly not have ignored the increased al- 
cohol tax had we not placed full reliance 
on Section 61. The erroneous statement 
referred to above—that the prices of the 
manufacturing pharmacists were not af- 
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fected by the expectation of obtaining the 
alcohol rebate—was one of the chief ob- 
Jections urged against the Russell bill at 
the hearing before the House Committee 
on Ways and Means, but that statement, 
So far as our house is concerned, is ut- 
terly incerrect, and it ought not to con- 
stitute a valid or cogent objection to the 
enactment of the bill. 


Talcott, Frisbie & Co., Hartford, Conn.— 
in connection with Senate bill 2,283, which 
is now before your committee, we desire 
to submit the following statement of facts 
relating to our claim for rebates under 

ection 61 of the revenue law of 1894. 
W hen the section of the Wilson law giv- 
ing a rebate of the tax on alcohol used 
in the arts or in medicinal preparations 
was enacted, we, in common with other 
manufacturers, considered that it would 
be carried out in the same way as the 
rest of that law. As the law increased 
the tax on alcohol nearly 40 cents per gal- 
teh, we should have, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, increased our prices accord- 
ingly, but as it was understcod that the 
rebate section of the law was intended to 
compensate manufacturers for the higher 
tax on alcohol used in the arts, we made 
ne advance in our prices. On the con- 
trary, in view of the expected rebates on 


alcohol, we reduced our prices on tinc- 
tures und many other preparations of 
whith alcohol was a component part. 


The Government's failure to pay the re- 
bates, as provided by the law, has there- 
fore inflicted on us a serious financial 
loss, for which we think Congress should 
make prevision, by allowing us to have 
our claim passed upon by United States 
courts, in spite of the failure of Secre- 
tary Carlisle to enforce the law. It seems 
to us that it is a perfectly fair and honest 
argument that Congress is placing an 
immense power in the hands of any one 
individual when it allows him to defeat 
either the letter or the spirit of the law. 
This certainly was done by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. Had he complied with 
the letter and spirit of the law, we, who 
took faith in the Government's promise 
as given by Congress, would have had 
the rebate due us. The fact that some in- 
dividuals boast that they did not reduce 
their price and would not have reduced 
their price had the law been put in ef- 
fect, is idle talk, particularly when they 
Say they would not have reduced their 
price had the law been effective. Com- 
petition in business would have obliged 
them to reduce their price. This fact 
cannot be controverted, and every mem- 
ber of Congress must understand that it 
is an ordinary business axiom. We be- 
lieve in the sense of justice and equity, 
that we should be reimbursed for the 
amount of alcohol used in accordance 
with the special provisions made by Con- 
gress. The fact that the Secretary of the 
Treasury did not carry out the provi- 
sions of Congress should not be used to 
our detriment. We make our claim on 
the basis of justice and equity. 

Sharp & Dohme, Baltimore.—As large 
users of grain alcohol in the manufacture 
of medicinal and other compounds, we 
desire to port out to you the reasons 
why we think we should in equity be re- 
paid by the United States the taxes which 
we had to pay during the existence in 
force of section 61 of the Wilson bill. 
Senate bill No, 2,283, introduced by the 
lion. O. H. Platt during last session of 
Congress, aims to remove the only ob- 
stacle which has prevented our securing 
the repayment of these taxes, and we 
would respectfully ask your favorable 
vote upon this bill. Our reasons are: 
First, that despite the advance in the 
tax on alcohol from 0c. to $1.10 per proof 
gallon, we did not advance our prices of 
medicinal compounds containing alcohol, 
but, on the contrary, assuming that the 
law allowing us free alcohol in our busi- 
hess would be carried out, we reduced the 
price of them. Second, that we went to 
the expense and trouble of getting up a 
new price list based on tax-free alcohol, 
and would have issued it as soon as we 
had ample assurance that the law would 
be carried into effect. We issue our price 
list, a book of about 200 pages, once a 
year, and we did not change our listed 
size package prices because this would 
have necessitated the above publication. 
We did actually reduce, however, the 
prices of all bulk packages, as these are 
not listed. The expense of getting this 
book ready and the loss on account of 
the reduced prices on all bulk goods we 
had to bear and did bear, however, as 
the result of the failure of the Secretary 
to carry the Wilson bill into effect. 
Third, although we were not supposed to 
pay the war revenue tax on all prepara- 
tions that we make of a proprietary na- 
ture, the idea being to have the public 
pay this, still the entire burden has fallen 
upon the manufacturers, and we now 
have to pay the 100 per cent, alcohol tax 
and the war revenue tax of 2% per cent. 
besides, so that on alcoholic proprietary 
medicines we are paying a double tax. 
Fourth, we think that to allow the prece- 
dent to stand as endorsed by Congress 
of an executive officer nullifying a law 
of Congress is most dangerous for the 
welfare and stability of the republic, and 
Congress in considering this bill should 
not only be guided by the equity of the 
case, but by its gravity and consequence 
as well. 

J. C. Ayer Company, Lowell, Mass.—In 
connection with the bill relating to sec- 
tion 61 of the revenue law of 1894 (Senate 
bill 2,288), introduced by Hoon. O. H. Platt 
of Connecticut, we would respectfully sub- 
mit the following statement in regard to 
our claim for rebates under the law: 
The general revenue act of 1894, of which 
section 61 was a part, increased the tax 
on alcohol from 90 cents to $1.10 per proof 
gallon, equal to an advance of nearly 40 
cents per gallon of commercial alcohol. 
This higher tax added greatly to the cost 
of the alcohol used by us, but we did 
not raise the prices of our goods to the 


consumer, as we fully expected that we 
would receive the rebates promised by 
section 61. Although Secretary Carlisle 


failed to issue regulations as required by 
the law, we still believed that the rebates 
would be paid us, as we were advised that 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
had always held that rights to exemption 
from a tax, given by a law of Congress, 
could not be nullified by executive action 
or inaction, and we therefore did not ad- 
vance our prices when section 61 was 
formally repealed by Congress on June 
3d, 1896. The net result of the enactment 
of section 61, with its agreement to re- 
fund the internal revenue tax on alcohol 
used in our industry, has been that we 
have for the past six years been paying 
40 cents per gallon more for all our alco- 





hol used in our domestic trade, without 
any increase in the cost of our goods to 
the consumer. Our preparations are ex- 
ported to Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa, the West Indies, South America, 
and other foreign countries, the sales to 
these countries constituting a large per- 
centage of our total business. For some 
time after the revenue law of 1894 went 
into effect we used domestic tax-paid 
alcohol in manufacturing for our export 
trade, and after we had commenced using 
imported German alcohol, which was sub- 
sequently exported with benefit of a 
drawback of the customs duties, for our 
large export orders, we used the domestic 
alcohol for filling smaller orders, The 
custom house records at the port of New 
York will show that since the repeal of 
section 61 we have collected large amounts 
as drawback on foreign alcohol used in 
manufacturing for our export trade. Ow- 
ing to the increased cost of alcohol, and 
the fact that we used domestic tax-paid 
alcohol instead of imported alcohol (tax- 
free for export trade purposes), our busi- 
ness was carried on while section 61 was 
in force at a loss, and should we receive 
the full amount of our claim, to which 
we are justly entitled, it will not offset 
the loss during the period mentioned. 

Mystic Distilling Co., Mystic, Conn.— 
As distillers of witch hazel, using grain 
alcohol as a preservative in our products, 
we have a claim against the United 
States’ for rebates on alcohol used _ be- 
tween August 28th, 1894, and June 3, 1896, 
during which period section 61 of the 
tariff law of 1894 was in force, In con- 
nection with this claim, we wish to in- 
form your honorable committee that be- 
cause of the failure of Secretary Carlisle 
to execute that section of the law, we 
have been subjected to a direct financial 
loss, for which we trust Congress will 
provide a remedy, by the enactment of 
Senate bill 2,283. When the Wilson tariff 
law increased the tax on alcohol about 
40 cents per gallon of commercial alcohol, 
thus adding that amount to the cost of 
the alcohol used by us, we did not ad- 
vance the prices of our goods on that 
account. Instead of raising our prices 
we were forced to reduce them, owing 
to the competition of other manufact- 
urers who expected to receive the rebates 
promised by the law. Thus the public in 
general received the benefit of much 
lower prices for our goods than would 
have been the case if section 61 had not 
been enacted by Congress, since, if we 
had not relied on getting the rebates 
we should have had to raise our prices 
when the cost of our alcohol was in- 
creased 40 cents per gallon, because of 
the higher tax. For these reasons we 
believe that we are justly entitled to the 
amount of the tax due us, and trust 
that your committee will give their favor- 
able consideration to the bill introduced 
by the Hon. O. H. Platt. 

H. H. Merrell Co., Cincinnati, O.—We 
beg to submit the following statement 
in regard to our claim for rebate of the 
tax on alcohol used by us, under section 
61 of the revenue act of 1894. We used 
the alcohol on which our claim is based 
exclusively in the preparation of medi- 


cines, keeping a careful record of the 
quantity used, and under section 61 we 
were clearly entitled to receive the re- 


bates; but, owing to the failure of Secre- 
tary Carlisle to issue regulations as re- 
quired by the law, we have not been 
able to recover the money which is justly 
due us. We did not in any case advance 
our prices while section 61 was in effect, 
though the higher tax on alcohol forced 
us to pay about 40 cents per gallon 
more for our alcohol, and in many cases 
we reduced our prices, because of our 
expectation of receiving the rebates as 
promised in the law. We therefore feel 
that it is the duty of Congress to make 
it possible for us to recover our claim, 
and trust that your committee will favor- 
ably report Senate bill 2,283, which will 
enable us to collect money already paid 
by us to the Government, under the 
agreement that it would be refunded to 
us when the alcohol was used in the 
arts, or in medicinal preparations.

—We are in some degree interested in 
the passage of the bill introduced by 
Senator O. H. Platt, of this State, and 


beg to submit the following statement in 
connection with our claim for rebates due 
us under section 61 of the revenue law 
of 1894. The alcohol on which we claim 
a refund of the internal revenue tax was 
used by us for manufacturing purposes, 
and we fully expected that as the law 
provided that a rebate of the tax should 
be paid on alcohol used in the arts, we 
would receive the amount of the tax paid 


by us while the law was in force. Had 
it not been for the Government's agree- 
ment to refund the tax, we could have 


used alcohol, untaxed, in great part, in- 
stead of the taxed grain alcohol. After 
section 61 was repealed we largely sub- 
stituted wood alcohol for grain alcohol, 
thus avoiding the payment of the inter- 
As we understand that 


nal revenue tax. 
the effect of the enactment of Senate 
bill 2,288 will be to allow us to have our 


claim passed upon by the United States 
courts, without regard to the technical 
defense that our rights to the rebates 
were destroyed by Secretary Carlisle's 
failure to carry out the law, we trust 
that it will be favorably reported by your 
committee, and enacted by Congress. 

Richard Hudnut, New York.—We have 
before us a copy of the hearing before 
the Ways and Means Committee, and 
note that the question was then raised 
as to whether manufacturers sustained 
loss by reason of the failure of section 
61 of the act of August 28, 1894, being 
carried out. The well-established fact 
that no manufacturer, so far as we 
know, increased prices, although the 
alcohol tax was increased some 38 cents 
a commercial gallon, is proof that such 
loss was sustained. The action of Sec- 
retary Carlisle worked a great hardship, 
and Congress can do no less than re- 
buke the action. At the same time the 
passage of the Russell bill gives us the 
opportunity to prove our claim in the 
courts. We, in common with other man- 
ufacturers having claims under section 
61 of the revenue act of 1894, were sub- 
jected to a special stamp tax on our 
goods, not levied on other lines of in- 
dustry, by Schedule B of the war reve- 
nue law. This tax has not been charged 
over to the consumer, and the public has 
not had to pay higher prices for our 
goods. We think that this fact should 
be taken into consideration in connection 
with our petition for the enactment of 
the legislation that will make it possible 
to recover our claims for rebates on 
alcohol.

The Sale of Oleomargarine in Cuba. 
Washington, Aug. 31, 1900. 


The War Department has issued an 
order governing the importation and 
sale of oleomargarine and all substi- 
tutes for butter of every description in 
the island of Cuba. This action is the 
result of recommendations made to the 
department by the military adminis- 
trative officials of the island, and has 
the force of law so far as all such 
products imported into or sold in Cuba 
are concerned. The full text of the 
decree is as follows: 


“By order of the Secretary of War, the 
Military Governor of Cuba orders’ the 
publication of the following circular for 
the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned :— 

“1. For the purpose of this order certain 
manufactured substances, certain ex- 
tracts and certain mixtures and com- 
pounds, including such mixtures and com- 
pounds with butter shall be known and 
designated as ‘oleomargarine’, namely :— 

“All substances heretofore known as 

oleomargarine, oleo, oleomargarine oil 
butterine, lardine, suine, and neutral: all 
mixtures and compounds of oleomargar- 
ine, oleo, oleomargarine oil, butterine, 
lardine, suine and neutral; all lard ex- 
tracts, and tallow extracts, and all mix- 
tures, and compounds of tallow, beef fat, 
suet, lard, lard oil, vegetable oil annatto 
and other coloring matter, intestinal fat 
and offal, fat made in imitation or sem- 
blance of butter, or when so made cal- 
culated or intended to be sold as butter 
or for butter. 
_ “2. All oleomargarine imported into the 
island of Cuba shall have branded upon 
every tub, firkin, or other package con- 
taining such article, the word ‘Oleomar- 
garine’ in plain roman letters, not less 
than one-half inch square, and shall be 
continuously kept in and sold from pack- 
ages so marked, 

‘3. Collectors of customs shall, in ad- 
dition to their other duties, inspect all 
importations of oleomargarine. Any per- 
son, firm, or corpbdration attempting to 
import oleomargarine into the Island of 
Cuba and failing to comply with the pro- 
visions of this order shall forfeit the mer- 
chandise sought to be fraudulently im- 
ported, and the same shall be seized and 
sold by the collector of customs in the 
form and manner prescribed for the sale 
of seized and confiscated goods; the pro- 
ceeds of such sale or sales shall be de- 
posited with the treasurer of the Island 
of Cuba. 

“4. No person, firm or corporation or 
the agents, servants, employes thereof, 
shall have possession of, or control over, 
any oleomargarine, unless the tub, firkin, 
box or other packages containing the 
same shall be clearly and durably marked 
as provided by Paragraph 2 of this cir- 
cular; provided that this circular 
shall not apply to such persons who have 


such oleomargarine in their possession 
for actual consumption by themselves or 
family. 

‘S. No person, firm or corporation, or 


the agents, servants or employes thereof, 
shall sell, or offer for sale, any oleomar- 
garine under the name or under the pre- 
tense that the same is butter, or sell any 
oleomargarine without distinctly inform- 
ing the purchaser at the time of the sale 
that the same is a substitute for butter. 

“6. In addition to the penalty provided 
by Paragraph 3 of this circular, any per- 
son, firm or corporation failing to comply 
with the provisions of this order shall be 
liaple to the fines and penalties prescribed 
as follows:— 

“If any owner, importer, consignee, 
agent or other person shall make or at- 
tempt to make any entry of imported 
merchandise by means of any fraudulent 
or false invoice, affidavit, letter, paper or 
by means of any false statement, written 
or verbal, or by means of any false or 
fraudulent practice or applicance what- 


soever, or shall be guilty of any willful 
act or omission by means whereof the 
Island of Cuba shall be deprived of the 


lawful duties, or any portion thereof, ac- 
cruing upon the merchandise, or any por- 


tion thereof, embraced or referred to in 
such invoice, affidavit, letter, paper or 
statement, or affected by such act or 


omission, such merchandise, or the valuc 
thereof, to be recovered from the person 
making the entry, shall be forfeited, 
which forfeiture shall only apply to the 
whole of the merchandise, or the value 
thereof, in the case or packaze contain- 
ing the particular article or articles uf 
merchandise to which such fraud or false 
paper or statement relates; and such per- 
son shall, upon conviction, be fined tor 
each offense a sum not exceeding five 
thousand dollars, or be imprisonel for a 
time not exceeding two years, or both, 
in the discretion of the court. 

“Every person who willfully conceals 
or destroys any invoice, book or papcr 
relating to any merchandise liable to 
duty, which has been or may be imported 
into the Island of Cuba from any foreign 
port or country, after an inspection there- 
of has been demanded by the collector of 
any collection district, or at any time 
conceals or destroys any such invoice, 
book or paper for the purpose of sup- 
pressing any evidence or fraud therein 
contained, shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than five thousand dollars, or 
by imprisonment not more two 
years, or both.’’

The announcement has recently been 
made in the daily press in such a 
manner as to convey the impression 
that a change of policy has been de- 
cided upon “that no internal revenue 
tax will be levied upon oleomargarine 
exported to Cuba.” The fact is that 
there has been no change in the inter- 
nal revenue laws or regulations con- 
cerning oleomargarine or other prod- 
ucts subject to internal revenue taxa- 
tion when shipped to Cuba. The Gov- 
ernment has never ceased to treat 
Cuba as foreign territory, so far as the 
administration of the internal revenue 
laws is concerned, although Porto Rico 
has for some time been regarded as 





domestic soil, and products made in 
the United States have paid the full 
internal revenue tax in addition to 15 
per cent, of the Dingley tariff rates 
when exported to that island.

The Exploitation of the Naphtha 
Regions in the Caucasus 
BY KLAUDIUS AUGERMAN. 


The laws for the regulation of min- 
ing in Russia require that the upper 
Strata, containing water, be separated 
from the lower strata, which contains 
naphtha, by a water-tight partition; 
it is for the purpose of preventing the 
water above from getting into the 
naphtha through fissures or crevices. 
The Russian Government and indus- 
tries passed these laws so that they in- 
troduced into the bore holes eight col- 
umns of riveted plated pipes which 
reach to the surfaces; between these 
pipes clay or cement is pressed and in 
this manner the water is believed to be 
excluded. The inspector of mines dis- 
covered not only nothing injurious in 
the separation of the water, but, on the 
contrary, recommended such a proceed- 
ing. 

The results of this method of pro- 
cedure appeared after a short time. 
A large part of the peninsula Apsheron, 
the mine in Ilskie and a part of the dis- 
trict of Grosny possessed naphtha 
zones overflowed with water, Every new 
drilling increased this devastation 
which the water caused. The beautiful 
fountains disappeared under water ina 
short time, and if one desires to secure 
them he must bore further into the 
naphtha zone; after a certain time the 
water overflows one crude oil stratum 
after the other. Then begins a veritable 
hunt for fountains. Every one strives to 
obtain a fountain, after which the ter- 
ritory can go to ruin. No one thinks of 
constant, long-continued exploitation, 
but merely of instantaneous success. 
This exceedingly extravagant manage- 
ment, disadvantageous for the in- 
dustries as for the Government, is pro- 
prietress of the territory and cannot be 
called other than piratical manage- 
ment. That this cannot long continue 
is very self-evident, 


as 


The carefully riveted plated pipes of 
proper thickness, corked with cement 
or clay, hold back the water only from 


a very small depth. In one case I ob- 
served that the free passage of fluid 
in pipes can be maintained only 60 


metres below the fluid pressure outside 
of the pipes, therefore the pipes with- 
stood a pressure of 6 atmospheres at 
most. With adequate confinement, for 
example, at 300 metres depth, the pipes 
must sustain the pressure of nearly 30 
atmospheres, and the deeper this con- 
finement is carried so much stronger 
pipes are required. 

By such a primitive method as the 
“metal pipe’’ is, one cannot Keep back 
the water, and therefore in the future 
the Russian industries must employ the 
approved hermetical steel pipes. 


The water-tight, compact clay and 
marl which separates the sandstone 
containing naphtha provide excellent 
water separations zones, so that no 
obstacle stands in the way of a neces- 
sary separation of the water. 


A part of the peninsula Apsheron 
which was overflowed by water cannot 
be recovered. The state of affairs is 
better in Grosmy, where a small num- 
ber of fountains are found and the 
water has been pumped out by power- 


ful pumps. With the removal of the 
water from the naphtha zone the in- 
flux of naphtha is increased, as I have 


seen in an instance where, by the em- 
ployment of a powerful pump, three 
times as much fluid was pumped out 
and there was ten times as much naph- 
tha in this fluid than before. The ques- 
tion of powerful pumps which can work 
without difficulty in a congestion of 
sand, is a burning one to all the mines 
which are still to be saved, 

The American mammoth pumps 
which, by the aid of condensed air, 
force the water from great depths and 
possess no movable parts, may have a 
future for itself in this In a 
small circuit in Baku such is employed 


case, 


with satisfactory results. This is our 
common siphon, called “Trechter,” and 
used with strong gases, only that in- 


stead of gas, condensed air is pressed 
between the pipes. In this manner one 
can lower the fluid about one-third of 


the height of the original column of 
fluid. 
The Russian Government interested 


itself for the development of the naph- 
tha industry and attentively observed 
its development, thers fore it is to be 
hoped that this method of working may 
be employed which was formerly dis- 
missed as not rational.—Naphta,

The chief feature of the current week 
was the advance of a quarter of a cent 
on all lead pigments, which went rather 
suddenly into effect without the usual 
notice to consumers. The advance in 
pig lead, however, has been so gener- 
ally known that to those who have fol- 
lowed the course of the market the 
change might have been expected; in 
fact, it has been generally anticipated 
for some time. The lead market con- 
tinues about steady at the advance. 
Dry colors have been moving fairly well 
for the season, though as yet no regu- 
lar heavy contracts have been placed. 
Mixed paints and colors 4 oil continue 
steady, tnough manufacturers with 
good orders ahead are proceeding cau- 
tiously until the price of oil is more 
definitely determined. Varnish has 
been uniformly active, and reports are 
especially favorable from the West. 


White Lead, Zinc, etc. 


WHITE LEAD.--On Thursday the 
National Lead Company gave the trade 
a surprise by advancing the price of 
the lead products 4c. per pound, to 
take effect at once. Those buyers who 
have been holding back for lower 
prices have been left, though it is safe 
to infer that the bulk of the trade have 
been booked for what stock they may 
need for the balance of the year. One 
reason assigned for this advance is not 
only an increased demand for both dry 


and in oil, but the pig metal was 
raised \%c. early in the week, with 
intimations that a further advance 
may be made after the turn of the 
month, Meanwhile the uncertainty 


which has surrounded the linseed oil 
market continues, and from present in- 
dications it will likely keep the trade 
guessing for several weeks to come. 
Previous to the advance considerable 
business was done in both dry and in 
oil for prompt and forward delivery. 
As the indications are that the Fall 
trade will be large, in fact the business 
already booked for October by the grin- 
der is in excess of last year for the 
same month, it is evident that the po- 
litical campaign is having, or will have, 
no effect on general trade, or the paint 
trade at least. As yet no change has 
been made in prices of the foreign 
makes by the agents, who continue 
their previous quotations of 9%@9%c. 
for the old established brands, and for 
those not so well known 7%c@8c., as to 
make and seller.

The Production of Soap. 


(From the French of A. H. Hoffman, Manu- 
facturing Chemist, in La Nature.) 


The aphorism of Liebig, that the civ- 
ilization and comfort of a people are in 
direct ratio with the production of soap, 
has been verified by its extraordinary 
development. Limited at first to the 
exclusive employment of carbonated al- 
kalis extracted from wood ashes, it was 
long conducted in a primitive fashion, 
but when industrial chemistry was rev- 
olutionized by the production of arti- 
ficial soda and by the extension of the 
production of sulphuric acid, France 
was the first country to inaugurate a 
rational manufacture founded on chem- 
ical laws. It received an impetus from 
the remarkable investigations of the 
illustrious chemist Chevreul, who de- 
termined clearly the principles in- 
volved. And it has gone on at a rapid 
pace, especially since the appearance 
in commerce of fatty materials for- 
merly unknown. Many of these prod- 
ucts present new and characteristic 
properties, and invite scientific study. 
The conseauences have been highly 
beneficial. Increased domestic require-

, ments have met with a response, and 


textile industry has secured a valuable 
auxiliary in varied applications. 

The old soaps of oleic acid, types of 
the former Marseillaigs fabrication, 
compounded with the oil of olives, se- 
same, or nut oil, have lost their im- 
portance, the public preferring white 
soaps, plain or mottled. Soaps are ob- 
tained with the aid of concrete oils 
(cocoa, palm-kernel, mowrah), which 
enter into the combination with the 
oils of cottonseed, arichide, sesame and 
other fatty materials. 


The manufacture is carried on in one 
or in two operations, according to the 
kind of soap desired, 

In the usual process, consisting of 
two operations, the oil, or mixture of 
oily materials, is passed into the boiler 
before forming the base—white cotton- 
seed oil, arichide oil, sesame oil, bone 
grease, beef tallow, lard—say, 1,000 
kilos. Water, to the extent of 1,000 or 
1,200 kilos, is added. The boiling is com- 
menced, and then is introduced, little 
by little, moderating the heat, the lye 
formed by 400 or 450 kilos of a solution 
of carbonated soda of 20 deg. Bé. and 
caustice soda lye, 1,000 or 1,100 kilos, of 
25 deg. Bé. The saponification is some- 
times quickly accomplished; under 


other conditions prolonged attention is 
necessary. The final adjustment of the 
requisite quantity of lye is too delicate 
an operation, and presents an economic 
side of too much interest to be com- 
municated by soapmakers to every 
comer. When this is properly regu- 
lated, the boiling is allowed to proceed 
as long as necessary, followed by the 
clarification and refining. The soap is 
charged with a complementary quan- 
tity of caustic lye, and the heat in- 
creased so that the lye shall be con- 
stantly thrown to the top. This is con- 
tinued until a granulated appearance 
is communicated to the soap. The fire 
is then stopped, and the mixture left to 
repose until the next day, to afford an 
opportunity for the deposit of foreign 
substances. The refining lye is removed 
and replaced with hot water. 

Then comes the second phase of the 
process, which consists in forming in 
the mass of the neutral soap already 
existing a complementary soap, com- 
posed of concrete oils; on this depend 
the final qualities of the product. Co- 
prah, palm and mowrah oils, separately 
or mixed, are added in the proportion 
of 30 to 50 per cent, of the oil materials 
of the soap first formed. The fire under 
the boiler being renewed, the quantity

of caustic and non-caustic lyes neces- 
sary for the concrete oil employed is 
poured in. The heat is increased mod- 
erately, and when the whole mass is 
brought to the boiling point the suit- 
able proportion of saline solution is 
added. When the boiling reaches the 
right point, the fire is stopped, the 
boiler is covered, and the next day, af- 
ter the scum forming on the top is re- 
moved, the soap is conveyed into the 
cooling receptacles, whence it emerges 
to be prepared and packed for sale. 


Thus we have constituted a type of 
soap. Of course, it may be modified in 
various ways to meet the taste of pur- 
chasers. Palm oil, yellow or white, may 
take the place of coprah oil, communi- 
eating a yellow or creamy color and an 
agreeable perfume. Colophony may 
also be added to the initial soap, and 
the product will possess special advan- 
tages when used with limy waters, 


Our typical soap has excellent quali- 
ties, but it is unlike the old Marseillais 
product. We can, however, impart the 
appearance of the old, while preserv- 
ing the qualities of the new. Let us 
consider our preduct at the stage last 
mentioned. 

Instead of lowering the fire, let us 
introduce gradually a sufficient quan- 
tity of the marine salt solution to cause 
the soap to float on the lye, and let it 
boil for some hours, and then rest, with 
the boiler well covered. In forty-eight 
hours we ghall obtain a mass entirely 
separated from all the glycerine and 
impurities, the proportion of water will 
be reduced, and the soap thus formed 
will be typical soap, what the Mar- 
seillais people call ‘‘a seventy-two per 
cent. soap,” containing from 60 to 64 
per cent. of fat acids, 6 to 7 per cent. of 
alkali and 30 to 34 per cent, of water. 
A suitable addition of water in the 
course of the process will enable us to 
produce what is designated at Mar- 
seilles and Paris as ‘‘a sixty per cent. 
soap,” and now of current sale. This 
typical soap can well assimilate the 
chemical products, ferric sulphite, fer- 
ric sulphate, cupric sulphate, ocer, etc., 
for producing the mottled appearance; 
this marbling is to-day effected in a 
single operation. 

It is to these soaps of direct saponifi- 
eation that cocoa and palm, the Cochin- 
China palm oils, owe their immense 
prestige, and which will occasion their 
increasing use in the future. 

The soapmakers who first tried these 
oils noticed that the proportion of 
water necessary for the combination of 
their fat acids was greater than with 
the former oils. It seems, therefore, 
possible to increase the yield without 
adulteration. This information re- 
versed the opinions that had been en- 
tertained and opened the way for the 
more advantageous production of soaps. 
The absorbing qualities of these oils 
have rendered incontestible service and 
have become the object of close study. 
We ought to felicitate ourselves on the 
modifications secured in the processes. 
Every fatty material of good quality 
may serve for the production of soaps 
in one operation, but whites and those 
not possessing a strong odor are pref- 
erable. 

We will take the Eschweg soap as a 
sample: 1,000 kil. of fatty materials, 
bone grease and coprah oil, or lard and 
concrete oils, are combined in a boiler 
with 1,200 kil. of lye of caustic soda 
of 25 deg.; 350 kil. of water; 300 kil. of 
solution of potassium carbonate of 20 
deg. Be., and 200 kil. of solution of 
sodium carbonate of 22 deg. Be. A 
homogeneous mass is obtained by a 
moderate fire, 

The proportion of lyes above indicat- 
ed is evidently too great with reference 
to the fatty materials employed. But 
when it is considered that the quantity 
of 500 kil. of sodium silicate of 34 deg. 
Be. is to be introduced into the caustic 
soap formed, and that it is possible to 
add 500 to 600 kil. of saline solutions and 
a mixture of potassium chloride and so- 
dium chloride, the elevated yield of cer- 
tain recent makes can be readily com- 
prehended. 

The above soap, although it is some- 
what caustic, is a good soap, however 

great the yield may be. Formerly it 


would have been called an adulterated 


soap. By using this term too literally 
false ideas may be entertained of the 
nature and qualities of soaps manufac- 
tured abroad on a large scale, and hav- 
ing a regular sale, though too long ig- 
nored in France. 

It is easy to understand that the 
processes of direct saponification have 
allowed of the variation in the percent- 
age of water and of lyes, and have also 
given rise to excellent soaps interme- 
diary between soft soaps and the so- 
called loaded soaps. I repeat that the 
qualities of these products are at least 
equal to those of the old soaps, which 
have so legitimately established the 
reputation of our country. A good soap 
of this kind, one showing that France 
can excel in this line, is thus produced: 
-475 kil. of cocoa oil, 250 kil. of palm- 
kernel oil, 140 kil. of vegetable oil, are 
melted together and combined with 1,100 
kil. of lye of caustic soda of 20 deg. Be 
and about 250 kil. of carbonate lyes 
(potash and soda), As the saponifica- 
tion proceeds, the necessary quantity of 
hot water is added. When the mixture 
becomes transparent, the marine salt 
solution of 18 deg. is added until a firm 
product is obtained. It is excellent, 
whether for domestic or manufacturing 
use. 

Special dressing soaps are demanded 
in certain trades. These are made by 
means of cocoa oils mixed with lard or 
of oleins well washed, combined with 
oils of cocoa, of palmiste or of palm. 
It is a delicate operation; the propor- 
tions of water and of lyes must be reg- 
ulated in a manner almost mathemati- 
cal. On this account many soapmakers 
do not succeed well. 


Soft soaps of poatsh base have also 
undergone transformation by the em- 
ployment of potassic salts in new con- 
ditions. The oils of linseed, of maize, 
of hemp and oleic acid are combined 
with lyes of 20 deg. Bé (two-thirds 
caustic, one-third carbonated); colo- 
phonies are added (15 to 20 per cent. of 
the weight of the fatty bodies) and fe- 
cula, From these materials and pro- 
portions enormous quantities are man- 
ufactured in the North. Their reputa- 
tion Is occasioned by their great solu- 
bility in water. In this industry the 
will of the buyer is often the law for 
the manufacturer, and it becomes em- 
barrassing to regulate the production 
in accordance with the price offered. 


When the different soaps manufac- 
tured here and there throughout our 
country are considered, it will be seen 
that nowhere outside of France have 
new ideas in the matter of soapmaking 
been put to better account. The cen- 
ters of production are numerous; the 
established sorts are varied; in each 
region the manufacture presents its 
own original features—an originality 
justified as much by custom as by lo- 
cal causes. So Marseilles, notwith- 
standing the advantages of her port 
and her important oil establishments, 
cannot exclude the products of other 
places which are seriously competing 
with her in France and abroad. 


It has been claimed that the new de- 
parture has facilitated the production 
of cheap soaps on too vast a scale, and 
fraud as a consequence, with the in- 
ference that the industry of pure soap 
has been considerably restricted. Ex- 
perience shows that this assertion is 
without foundation. On the contrary, 
special products have been enhanced 
in excellence. Fraud, since fraud is 
said to exist, always finds a counterac- 
tion in the means of examination at 
the disposal of the public. Besides, the 
will of the buyer makes the law. So 
long as our foreign competitors bow to 
this law, it would be folly in us to re- 
frain from the production of all sorts 
of cheap soaps, half cooked or loaded, 
almost all of them designed for use in 
countries beyond sea, where the tem- 
perature is an important factor to note. 
We have a prime interest in engaging 
in this struggle and augmenting our 
output. 


Our soaps afford the opportunity, and 
our new colonies can ccntribute. 

In industry, though, adulteration at 
times opens undesirable paths; it some- 
times leads to results unexpected and 
advantageous. Thus, curiously, it is 
the introduction into soaps of certain 


| mineral matters—kaolins, tales, chalks, 
tripolis, sands—to which the numerous 
scouring products are due, which are 
in such vogue in the United States, in 
England, in Germany, somewhat less 
in France; though the fabrication has 
here reached a perfection assuring an 
outlet abroad. 

The soap industry, so long unique in 
our country, meets to-day serious com- 
petition; in England, where it is in the 
hands of the large soda producers; in 
Russia, where the production is in- 
creasing every day; in the United 
States, where everything is done on a 
grand scale; in Germany, where the 
factories are very numerous, even if 
not always of importance separately; 
in Italy, where they saponify the 
green oils extracted from the pulp of 
olives by carbon sulphide. 


We should, therefore, make use of 
all the means of preserving the pre- 
ponderance which our country has in- 
ecntestably acquired in the fabrication 
of rich toilet soaps. It is easy. We 
have but to improve our excellent 
processes. We are aided by the great 
purity of American tallows, lards, in- 
odorous vegetable oils, and by the 
cocoa oils of Ceylon and Cochin-China, 
which are put at the disposition of 
modern industry. Combinations of fats 
well studied allow of forming mixtures 
ecrresponding to given perfumes; in 
other cases the addition at the time of 
boiling of a small proportion of choice 
colophony fixes the special perfumes 
desired with remarkable tenacity. Now 
that the aid of special machines so 
well promotes an intimate mixture 
with choice odoriferous compounds, we 
can appreciate the Iris powder of 
Florence, finely pulverized. Were it 
not for this delightful powder, were it 
not for the care and taste by which 
its value is enhanced, the violet, the 
marchioness, the cypress and the musk 
soaps would not have acquired their 
present favor with the public. 


Soft soaps form the base of rich toilet 
soaps. Their saponification is effected 
according to known principles. This 
particular make consists in causing the 
fatty matter to absorb an excess of al- 
kali; then to absorb this excess by 
liquidation by means of weak lyes; re- 

newing the lyes, so as to obtain a very 

pure soap paste. It will derive a good 
odor when palm oil has entered into 
the combination. The wonderful emoll- 
ient qualities possessed by glycerin 
have made it a valuable auxiliary in 
toilet soaps. Notably in Russia, soaps 
have been produced which are only 
machine mixtures of pure soap pastes, 
extra fine tale and officinal glycerin, 
with which the desired perfumes are 
incorporated. In my opinion, they are 
the best toilet soaps. England and 
Germany have shown us how to pre- 
pare transparent glycerine soaps. Their 
action on the skin is very favorable; 
they render It white and supple. The 
manufacture may be conducted in two 
| ways, either with or without alcohol. 


In the first, 10 kil. of pure beef tallow 
and 4 kil. of Cochin cocoa oil are melt- 
ed together at 70 deg. to 75 deg. The 
saponification is conducted on the wa- 
ter bath with 8.4 kil. of soda lye, 38 
deg. Bé, with the addition successively 
of 8 kil. of white glycerine, 5 kil. of a 
sugar solution (3 kil. of sugar and 2 
kil. of water), and 6 kil. of 90 per cent. 


alcohol. When the alcohol is added, 
the mass has a tendency to rise. So 
the operation is conducted in a re- 


ceiver. proportionately large. The soap 
the requisite forms. 
where it lightly covered until it 
grows cold. The saponification can 
also be made with 15 kil. of beef tal- 
lew, 8 kil. of castor oil, 15 kil .of cocoa 
oil and 2 kil. of yellow palm oil. 

To 22.5 kil. of soda lye (35 deg. Bé), 
18 to 20 kil. of alcohol and 10 kil. of 
glycerine of 24 deg. Bé, can be added. 
This soap, not containing sugar, will be 
less viscid than the preceding. 

The preparation of transparent soap 
without alcohol is more delicate. After 
14 kil. of beef tallow, 14 kil. of cocoa oil 
and 12 kil. of castor oil have been melt- 
ed together, the saponification proceeds 
on the water bath, and, without press- 
ing the steam, with 22 kil. of soda lye, 
39 deg. Bé, mixed with 10 kil. of gly-

cerine. Almost immediately are added 
24 kil. of 50 per cent. sugar of syrup 
heated to 75 deg. C. The mass well 
stirred and homogeneous, is left to rest, 
covered for an hour; then a solution 
previously heated to 75 deg. C. is poured 
in, composed of 2.5 kil. of water, 0.4 kil. 
of potassium carbonate and 2 kil. of 
soda crystals. After intimate mixture, 
it is removed from the water bath and 
allowed to cool to 50 deg., then per- 
fumed before flowing into forms. The 
perfume is generally a bouquet of es- 
sences of geranium, gilliflower, laven- 
der, cinnamon, sassafras and sandal 
wood or cedar. 

White shaving soaps, sold in bars, are 
soaps with base of beef tallow, lard 
and cocoa oil, well worked with lyes, 
drained and scented with bouquet of 
mixed perfumes. 

Light soaps, called bath soaps, are 
produced in a boiler furnished with a 
beating apparatus, which is revolved 
more or less rapidly by means of a 
crank. A good tallow and cocoa oil 
soap is used, which can be readily 
cooled and scented. Sufficient water is 
added to form a mass which will re- 
main firm after cooling. When it has 
become ropy, it is subjected to the 


beating apparatus, which is revolved 
until the whole is converted into foam; 
then it is poured into molds and cooled. 
The porous appearance is occasioned by 
the bubbles of air in it. 


As products of direct saponification, 
from which the business of perfumery 
draws great advantage, the so-called 
“cold” soaps require mention. On ac- 
count of the prejudice of customs, they 
have been too much neglected in 
France. Enormous quantities are 
turned out in England, Germany and 
Russia. The manufacture exacts great 
care and method, but it is simple. Co- 
coa oil, alone, or in mixture with white 
palm oil, lard and pure tallows, is melt- 
ed and raised to the temperature of 35 
deg. or 40 deg. C. A soda lye, ranging 
from 36 deg. to 42 deg. B, is then 


poured in. At 36 deg. about 50 per cent. 
in weight of the fatty materials is 
necessary. It is constantly stirred 


until a thick paste is obtained, which 
is conveyed into special receptacles cov- 
ered carefully with felt. The heat of 
the combination is soon manifest, the 
soap matures, and at the end of three 
or four days, when it is cooled, it is 
ready to be put up in cakes; it is sub- 
jected to the action of heat sufficient 
to evaporate the excess of water, and 
then stamped and packed for sale. The 
coloring matter is employed in aqueous 
solution and added at the same time 
as the lye. The perfume is added at the 
time it is drawn into the forms. France 
has scarcely undertaken this produc- 
tion, until now, since the importations 
of cocoa oil have become so abundant, 
it is entering into rivalry with England 
and Germany, which have created the 
demand, 


This sketch would not be complete 
without remarking how valuable the 
new auxiliary coloring matters have 
proved, as well as the synthetic odor- 
ous products. 


The rational employment of the chem- 
icals and their combination with the 
natural perfumes have worked a revo- 
lution. Modern perfumery chemists 
marvel at the results. What astonish- 
ment is yet in store when we consider 
that it is by chemical means that we 
are able to incorporate, especially in 
soaps, certain perfumes formerly con- 
sidered beyond attainment. Jasmin, 
orange flower, rose, violet, lily, helio- 
trope, lily of the valley, musk, have now 
no secrets. The industry is assured of 
an uninterrupted continuation of re- 
sources, if mechanical appliances are 
kept in a state of perfection correspond- 
ing to the progress of science.

LINSEED.—There was no change in 
the situation except there is more de- 
mand in a jobbing way for spot stocks, 
and daily sales for consumption show 
an increase over previous weeks, even 
though they are of a retail nature, at 
65c. for Western and 67@69c. for city. 
Resales in a retail way are reported by 
second hands at 63c. There is very 
little business reported for forward, as 
crushers generally are asking 50c. for 
October-December, and buyers’ views 
are around 46@4ic. 

COTTONSEED REFINED.—The un- 
certainties surrounding the crop pros- 
pects at the close of our last continue, 
though private advices from some cen- 
ters give more hopeful reports. In the 
Atlantic it is reported that $16 has been 
paid for seed, while in the valley $15 to 
$16 is asked. A letter from one in the 
Atlantic, who has been looking the sit- 
uation over, says: ‘“‘No decided changes 
in crop conditions. Alabama has had 
rains, which have improved conditions 
locally. The Indian Territory is suffer- 
badly for rain. teliable information 
from Mississippi indicates that the crop 
is off from one-fourth to one-third, this 
on account of too much rain in the past, 
bad stands, weeds, lack of cultivation 
and all that kind of thing. I think you 
can put it down safely that Mississippi 
will be off at least 25 per cent.” Dis- 
couraging reports to-day from Ft. 
Smith. No rain for weeks. Cotton dry- 
ing up; same from Indian Territory. 
Another writer from Texas says: “I 
have been taking a run through a por- 
tion of the State to look at the crops, 
I think the question of damage to the 
crops on account of rains, and conse- 
quent rapid growth of the plant, have 
been over-estimated, and while it has 
undoubtedly been severely injured in 
some localities the area is verysmall, At 
present the indications are for dry and 
warm weather, and if this does prevail 
the situation will be much improved in 
the next two weeks. Of course you 
fully understand that all crop estimates 
are merely guess work, but I am en- 
deavoring to provide for my next win- 
ter’s head-gear, by betting that Texas 
will make one-fourth of a million bales 
more this year than she did last. In 
the southern part of the State possibly 
25 per cent. of the gins have started. 
The seed are in very bad condition, 
owing to too much moisture, and heat 
very quickly, and will not stand stor- 
ing at all. The market opened at $10 
per ton, f. o. b. point of shipment, and 
has advanced already to $12. How the 
mills can make any money out of seed 
of the present quality, at this price, 
with the prevailing market for  pro- 
ducts, is more than I can figure out, and 
while the mills appreciate this fully, I 
have not been able to find any of them 
who expect to be able to reduce the 
price in the near future.’”’ The future of 
the oil market may be summed up in a 
few words. It all depends largely on 
the price for tallow and lard. Should 
these articles continue weak with ten- 
dency to a lower range of prices, the 
trade need not expect the soap kettle 
here or abroad to buy much oil at the 
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beginning of the season, unless the 
price of oil should drop to a figure that 
would induce foreign buyers to take 
hold. With a large proportion of the 
new crop sold at the opening of the 


season for consumption, it is only 
reasonable to expect that later on in 
the season prices would advance, as 


they usually have in past seasons. As 
stated above, low prices for tallow and 
lard eventually mean low prices for 
cotton oil, as the soap maker can 
readily figure out which is the cheapest 
grease for him to use, and at the same 
time low prices for pure lard will no 
doubt cause a less quantity of cotton 
vil to taken by compound lard 
makers, During the past few days 
there has been more demand from Eng- 
land for off yellow for prompt delivery, 
and sales have been made at 33@3314c. 
The Hull market is up 6d., closing at 


be 


22s. 6d. There has been considerable 
business done for prompt shipment 


from New Orleans for both prime yel- 
low and butter oil at full prices. Win- 
ter yellow has been in good request 
and sales have been made for prompt 
and October-January, and further busi- 
ness could be done but for the reluct- 
ance of sellers to go forward at the 
prices bid. Late in the weeks sales of 
new Texas and Valley crude were made 


for the West at from 23@24c, Bids 
for a few single tanks of Atlantic at 
24c, have been turned down, though 


some sales were reported at 24%c. The 
spot market is dull and what sales are 
being made are not over 34@346c. 
With the holidays over, it is expected 
that business will improve next week, 
though at present the outlook is not 
over-bright. While we have received 
quite a number of answers to our cir- 
cular sent out, there are many mills 
who have not yet responded, probably 
for the reason that their managers 
have not yet returned from their sum- 
mer vacations. We throw out this 
hint in hopes that they may respond 
promptly, so that we can work up re- 
sults. The sales reported comprise 2,300 
bbls. prime yellow November and De- 
cember at 31%%c., 2,000 bbls. nearly prime 
for September at 33c., 800 bbls, off yel- 
low do. at 33%c, 1,200 bbls. prime yellow 
November-December at 31%c., 4,000 
bbls. do. for prompt at 35c. f. o. b.

The 
latter was subject to only trifling fluc- 
tuations during the week, September 
closing finally at 6.72%c. 
MENHADEN.—The only sales of 
crude which have come to the sur- 
face are one of 250 bbls, Northern oil 


and one of 500 bbls. Southern oil at 
prices not stated. While there is de- 
mand for crude, the wants of dealers 
do not appear urgent, and they are 
Waiting for more favorable terms, as 
they appear convinced there will be 
oil in plenty before the close of the 


season. There is still some inquiry for 
export, but it is difficult to secure 
freight room, and no sales are report- 
ed. Keports from the fishing fleets con- 
tinue satisfactory, and the fish all 
along the coast are said to be in good 
condition, yielding about an average 
amount of oil. There was a report 
current early in the week to the effect 
that large schools of menhaden had ap- 
peared off the coast of Maine, and this 
caused a ripple of excitement in oil 
circles, but it appears the fish were 
sardines, which appeared in immense 
numbers, and their movements in the 
water caused an appearance similar to 
that of menhaden, hence the mistake 
of the observers. There is only a mod- 
erate demand for bleached and. pressed 
oils, which is supplied on the basis of 
previous quotations. 

NEATSFOOT. —— Considerable im- 
provement was noticed during the week 
and the market assumed a more lively 
air than for some time past. Prime 
oil was in special request, and contin- 
ued steady upon the basis of 60@62c., 
with other grades in proportion. 

RED.—The situation is unchanged 
and the market for saponified red prac- 
tically bare, though some small lots 
have been secured from second hands 
at advanced prices. The nominal quo- 
tation is given at 54%@6c. Elaine is still 
quoted at from 34 to 36c. 

SPERM AND WHALE.—Conditions 
are without change from the quiet 
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which has been general in the market 
for some time. There is no whale to 
offer, and sperm is almost neglected at 
old current figures. 


Mineral Oils. 


BLACK.—The market was generally 
reported quiet throughout the week, es- 
pecially for export. Locally sales were 
for small lots only, at current prices.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—To the 


surprise even of those who profess to | 


be posted, turpentine continues to de- 
cline until it is now well down in the 
thirties, a position which a month ago 
would have been ridiculed as impossi- 
ble. During the past fortnight the 
price has dropped off a full five cents, 
The weakness is attributed, as previ- 
ously reported, to the unusually heavy 
receipts at Southern points and the ab- 
sence of any heavy export buying The 
New York market, which closed dull 
to-day at 36%@3i7c. for Southerns and 
machines respectively, is even relative- 
ly lower than Savannah by nearly one 
cent. The latter closed with trans- 
actions covering 85 casks only, no ex- 
ports and receipts of 1,532 barrels, Not- 
withstanding the market was reported 
firm at 34\%c, bid and 25c. asked. Lo- 
‘ally there was an utter absence of 
life. Business was of a minor sort to 
fill a few odd shortages, and no ma- 
terial improvements may be expected 
until the market becomes more settled. 


ROSIN.—The market during the en- 
tire week ruled from quiet to dull on all 
grades except E F and G, the first 
continued in fair request and there was 
a good steady demand for the latter 
two, with but moderate offerings at firm 
figures. Receipts exceeded deliveries 
and the stock in yard of all grades is 
close upon 39,000 barrels. Of this heavy 
stock, however, comparatively little of 
desirable grades is available for the 
open market. Strained and good 
strained rosin are comparatively neg- 
lected and pale gradts have become 
more or less featureless and somewhat 
easier under some pressure to sell. 
Taken as a whole the market weakened 
and all grades, with the exception of 
the lowest, E, F and W W, are quoted 
from 5c. to 20c. lower. We now quote 
G and H at $1.85, I at $1.90, K at $2, M 
at $2.05, N at $2.30, W G at $2.55. W W 
and other grades not mentioned, are 
unchanged. 


TAR AND PITCH.—Receipts of tar 
during the week were exceptionally 
light, aggregating but 89 barrels, while 
deliveries of 391 were made, leaving 
available stock in yard down to 1,012 
barrels. This stock is firmly held by 
one or two parties who are not anxious 
sellers. The market is firm under the 
circumstances and no concessions are 
looked for. Regulars are held at $1.90 
and oil barrels from $4 to $4.15 ex yard.

The field reports during the past 
week, while recording about the aver- 
age number of wells completed, indi- 
cate a condition of affairs that must 
prove very unsatisfactory to field oper- 
ators. No wells of large caliber have 
been brought in and the large majority 
were small pumpers, while the propor- 
tion of dry holes reported has been 
larger, in fact the reports have been 
very discouraging to the average 
driller. In several instances where 
wells had been located near good pro- 
ducers and where similar results were 
regarded as reasonably certain, dry 
holes have rewarded the drillers, and in 
most cases where extensions were 
sought disappointment was the re- 
sult. It was a week of dry holes and 
small producers which may naturally 
be expected to discourage active opera- 
tions. Nor have the results in Ohio 
and Indiana been much better, the rule 
there being small wells, although the 
proportion of dry holes does not show 
the same _ increase. The _ statistical 
situation has grown stronger, the de- 
liveries having increased, while the 
runs, so far as reported, show a de- 
crease. There is still a large number 
of wells drilling in important locations 
and the results in these may be better, 
but operators are disposed to take a 
discouraging view of the outlook and 
are talking of an advance in prices, 
which they claim is warranted by the 
changed conditions, field and statisti- 
cal. No business of consequence has 
been done on the exchanges. 





Refined and Products. 

The scarcity of freight room and the 
high rates demanded still tends to re- 
strict thedemand for refined in barrels 
for export, although the requirements 
do not appear to be large or specially 
urgent. There has, however, been a 
fair number of tank vessels on this 
side and their requirements have 
brought the total engagements for the 
week to nearly 300,000 barrels. The price 
for barreled oil has been steady at 8.05c. 
for New York loading, and at 8c. for 
Philadelphia loading. The _ principal 
foreign markets are firm. Quotations 
to-day by cable were: Antwerp, 19%f.;

From the foregoing table it is seen 
that while the product increased 132,- 
494 long tons, or a little more than 10 
per cent., the value shows a gain of $1,- 
149,235, or 331-3 per cent. With the ex- 
ception of Florida River pebble, the 
price of every grade of rock advanced 
in 1899. The average price of hard rock 
advanced from $3.81 in 1898 to $4.13 in 
1899; land pebble advanced from $1.89 
to $2.96; South Carolina land rock from 
$2.87 to $3.29, and river rock from $2.48 
to $2.56. The most notable advance was 
in the price of Tennessee rock, from 
$1.62 to $2.78. The reason for this ad- 
vance in Tennessee rock, outside of the 
sympathy felt in the general advance 
in prices during 1899, was the improve- 
ments made in the preparations of the 
material for market. Prior to last year 
the product was only crudely prepared, 
and the cost and market value was low 
as compared with other rock. During 
the last year extensive plants for the 
preparation of the product were com- 
pleted, and the grade of the marketed

trate the sacrifice of a valuable pro- 
duct, and prevent a recurrence of the

The depression in values brought 
about by the large production in Flor- 
ida in 1893, 1894 and 1895 is exhibited in 
the following figures: Up to 1892, when 
South Carolina was the chief source of 
supply, prices had continued compara- 
tively steady at from $5 to $6 per ton. 
In 1893, when the Florida production 
brought the total up to 40 per cent. over 
that of 1891, the fall in prices began, and 
the average for that year was about 
$4.40. In1895it had dropped to about 
3.50, and in 1897 to about $2.50. The low 
price in 1897 was partly due to the 
bringing in of the Tennessee product, 
which in that year sold for $1.50 per 
ton, The business revival of 1898 and 
1899 was felt in the phosphate indus- 
try, for in spite of larger tonnage each 
year than ever before, the price in 1898 
recovered $2.65 per ton, and advanced 
again in 1899 to $3.20 per ton. 

The amount and value of the phos- 
phate rock produced in the United 
States in the past five years have been 
as follows: 1895, 1,038,551 long tons, 
value $3,606,094; 1896, 930,779 tons, value

FLARIDA. 

Phosphate-rock mining in Florida has 
been the development of the last twelve 
years. In “Mineral Resources” for 1888 
announcement of the discovery of large 
beds of phosphate-rock rich in phos- 
phoric acid was made, and a product of 
3,000 long tons in the State was report- 
ed. The next two years were devoted 
largely to speculation and development, 
There was much “boom” excitement. 
Fancy prices were asked and obtained 
for any land that showed indications of 
phosphate rock, without regard to the 
grade of the material, and conditions 
around Ocala were not dissimilar to 
those which prevailed at Birmingham, 
Ala., in the boom days of that city. 
Meanwhile production developed, the 
marketed product increasing from 3,000 
long tons in 1888 to 4,100 tons in 1889 
and 46,501 tons in 1890. In 1891 the 


























boom days survived the storm, and it 
is doubtful if the value of the rock 
produced in the past twelve years has 
equaled the amount of money invested 
in phosphate plants and lands, 

As has already been stated, the con- 
ditions at the close of 1899 recalled the 
disastrous period of 1894 and 1895. Fol- 
lowing this period, the industry settled 
down to a sieadier and more substan- 


tial basis, the stronger companies 
which survived, or were reorganized 
after the storm, being able to handle 


large quantities of materials with a rea- 
sonable profit, though prices had not 
materially improved. The industrial re- 
vival of 1899; active demand for rock 
and improved prices led to a renewal of 
prospecting for new mines and opening 
of old ones, with the natural result of 
offering to foreign markets the pros- 
pects of an overproduction during 1900 
and causing a falling off in demand and 
depressed prices at the close of 1899, 
quite in contrast to the firm tone which 
prevailed during the year. 

The following figures show the pro- 
duction of Florida during the past five 
years: 1895, 586,061 long tons, value $2,- 
112,902; 1896, 495,199 tons, value $1,547,- 
353; 1897, 552,342 tons, value $1,493,515; 
1898, 600,894 tons, value $1,847,796; 1899, 
660,180 tons, value $2,347,430. 

In the reports made to the U. S&S. 
Geological Survey the production of 
hard rock in Florida aggregates 425,097 
long tons. The shipments of high grade 
phosphate rock in 1899 amounted to 444,- 
675 long tons. The only way that this 
difference can be accounted for is that 
the shipments in 1899 included rock 
mined in some preceding year and not 
reported in the commercial product of 
last year. It is known that in a num- 
ber of cases stocks accumulated in the 
period of overproduction at mines which 
have been idle for two or three years 
were drawn upon to supply the accentu- 
ated demand created by the prosperous 
times of 1899. Some of these idle prop- 
erties were added to the production last 
year, 

The following figures show the total 
shipments of Florida hard rock phos- 
phates during the past five years: 1895, 
306,871; 1896, 322,871; 1897, 350,277; 1898, 
360,505; 1899, 444,675 tons. These ship- 
ments in 1899 were divided as follows: 





was erected by the builder of the Peace 
River Phosphate Company’s plant in 
Florida. 

There are three principal deposits in 
the locality, all controlled by the same 
Tuscarora Fertilizer 
known as the 
Farm mine, the Moore Farm 
and the Reeds Gap deposit. The 
two former are located on the line 
of the Tuscarora Valley Railroad 
and the latter about five miles 
distant from it. The larger portion of 
the materiai is said to be of low grade, 
but the higher grades are so charac- 
teristic as to enable a ready separation 
of the more valuable portions. 

It is difficult to estimate the quantity 
of phosphate in this field that will run 
about 50 per cent. of bone phosphate 
of lime. At Ross Farm a stratum of 
20 feet in width has a length of 4,000 
feet, with 300 feet below water line, 
the veins being inclined about 60 deg. 
from the horizontal. 

The stratum carries nodules of irreg- 
ular rock, ranging from 45 to 70 per 
cent. of bone phosphate. Three levels 
have been opened at Ross Farm, from 
which at least 25 per cent. of the rock 
mined is said to average 50 per cent. or 
over. This would give a yield down 
to water level of about 300,000 tons, The 
matrix consists of a yellow marl, rang- 
ing from 6 to 8 per cent. phosphoric 
acid. It is said that this marl will find 
a ready sale in the territory immedi- 
ately adjacent to the plant, and that 
it will bear some transportation. 

At the Moore farm deposit, about 
three miles from Ross Farm and on 
the railroad, the exploitable phosphate 
ls said to be about twice that of Ross 
Farm, and at Reed’s Gap the available 
phosphate will be about the same as 
that at Ross Farm. It is not expected 
that the Pennsylvania rock will be able 
to compete in distant markets with the 
higher grades of fertilizers from South 
Carolina, Tennessee and Florida, but 
as the territory adjacent to the phos- 
phate mines is largely devoted to agri- 
cultural interests, particularly fruit and 
grain, there should be a local demand 
sufficient to support the industry.

The history of phosphate mining in 
Tennessee presents some features strik- 
ingly similar to that of Florida. The 
accidental discovery in Lewis and Hick- 
man counties in 1893 by two timber 
buyers of what proved to be phosphate 
rock containing 70 per cent. bone phos- 
phate of lime was followed shortly aft- 
erward by an influx of prospectors, pro- 
moters, speculators and miners. A 
“boom” was on, and it was not long 
before Tennessee phosphate rock was 
being offered in large quantities at less 
than it cost to mine it, with disaster 
following in the wake of the boom. 
Other discoveries in Maury, Perry, 
Giles, Sumner, Williamson and David- 
son counties, while adding to the min- 
eral resources of the State, did not im- 
prove the market conditions, and for 
three or four years the industry was in 
a very unsatisfactory condition. It was 
not until 1898 that the business began 
to get into satisfactory shape, and not 
until 1899 was there any apparent im- 
provement in prices. On account of 
the distances of the Tennessee depos- 
its from the seaboard, the rock must be 
of exceptionally high grade in order to 
stand the expense of freight necessary 
to reach foreign markets. The bulk of 
the rock mined in Tennessee is confined 
to domestic markets, and conservative 
action is necessary on the part of pro- 
ducers in order to maintain prices at 
profitable figures. Operators in the 
State claim, with excellent reason, that 
the industry has suffered much injury 
from exaggerated newspaper accounts 
of the “inexhaustible’’ nature of the 
deposits. Mr. H. D. Ruhm estimates 
the probable yield of the different fields 
as follows: Maury county (Mt. Pleas- 
ant district), 15,000,000; Sumner county, 
Perry county, 5,000,000 tons; Giles, Will- 
iamson and Davidson counties, 7,500,000 
tons. These estimates do not include 
the Hickman, Lewis and Western Mau- 
ry county fields, whose product aver- 
ages only 65 to 70 per cent. bone phos- 
phate. 

As illustrating the unsatisfactory 
condition of the Tennessee phosphate in 
the years preceding 1899, it is shown 
in the tables of production that in 1897, 
when Tennessee produced 12 per cent. 
of the total tonnage, the percentage of 
value credited to the State was 7% per 
cent. In 1898 Tennessee's quota was 
23% per cent. in tonnage and 15 per cent, 
in value. In 1899 the tonnage of Ten- 
nessee was 30 per cent, and the value 25 
per cent. of the total.

Chicago Seed and Qil Market. 


Chicago, Aug. 30, 1900. 

It is the general supposition, and a 
natural one, that in the purchase of 
flax each buyer has an equal oppor- 
tunity. Surprise is often expressed 
outside active flax circles that one man 
or set of men can buy while others are 
unable to do so to advantage. Yet this 
result is attained by means of man- 
made conditions. Given equal advan- 
tages, the conditions would be equal. 
By means of superior handling facili- 
ties, better means of disposing of hold- 
ings, either by export or to crushers, 
and the boldness to take the entire crop 
if necessary or desirable, the equality 
of the buyers might disappear. Some 
of the drawbacks in trading in flax in 
the Chicago market have _ been set 
forth in previous letters. This week we 
pass to the country and examine the 
methods of buying seed direct. On the 
various lines of railway passing 
through the flax sections are located 
what are known as line elevators. The 
majority of these are small buildings 
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for receiving the wagon load shipments 
from the farms. The numerous houses 
on each railway line are consolidated 
into or have been built by an elevator 
trust, and are owned and operated by 
a single party, or at most are limited 
to a few companies. It is often the case 
that a single house will contain less 
than a carload at a time. By means of 
the line elevator a car can be sent alng 
the road and receive shipments from a 
sufficient number of houses to complete 
the load, The advantages thus pos- 
sesssed by the line elevators make it 
impossible for an independent house to 
make a living. The farmer, having no 
facilities for handling or storing seed 
at the railway, virtually is compelled to 
sell to the line elevator. The crushers 
must look to the line elevators for any 
important supply. This source of the 
crushers’ supply being conceded, the re- 
ported experience of a buyer for a 
Western oil mill is in order. The 
crusher deemed it advisable to secure 
a part of his requirements in the coun- 
try and sent his buyer there to make 
purchases. The buyer found that he 
was badly handicapped by the fact that 
the companies controlling the line ele- 
vators had been offered 3c a bushel for 
their flax above the country basis of the 
Chicago price, and that the elevator 
men’ had accepted the _ proposition, 
which is not to be wondered at, as it 
left them without a risk and disposed 
of their receipts without.any effort on 
their part. Providing such arrange- 
ments could be made with a majority 
of the principal line houses, the party 
executing the coup would be in a tem- 
porarily enviable position, for it would 
not only enable him to control the pur- 
chase of seed, but by such control he 
also would be enabled to control the 
Chicago market price. How far the ar- 
rangement to pay a premium over the 
Chicago basis has gone cannot be said. 
It is no new thing for a large buyer of 
flax to secure an advantageous rate 
with a railway company and give the 
shipper the benefit, perhaps equaling 
3c per bushel, and the writer believes 
that this is the basis for the conditions 
met with by the buyer mentioned 
above. This of itself would hardly be 
a serious matter. A buyer could not 
secure a low rate on all the lines. The 
crusher, therefore, could go to a com- 
peting line and by showing them that 
if rates are maintained the other road 
would carry all the flax, he could, if a 
large shipper, persuade the second com- 
pany to meet the former's rate. Thus 
within a week or so the rates would be 
equalized by the opposing factors. It 
is thus believed the conditions found to 
exist by the crusher’s buyer are of a 
temporary nature. This belief is 
strengthened by the fact that the par- 
ties reported to have done the trick in 
the Southwest have, so far as known, 
done little or nothing as yet in the 
Northwest. The foreign situation con- 
tinues very strong. The Russian crop 
matures at the same time as our own, 
and the present indications point to a 
large crop for that country. Up to 
Jan, 1 the foreign situation must be 
based on the supplies from America 
and Russia, and for that period high 
prices may be looked for, as the crops 
are fixed beyond any change. If an 
increased supply comes into the world’s 
market it must be after Jan. 1, when 
the crops from India and Argentina will 
be ready for shipment. It is difficult 
to predict what the price changes may 
be after Jan. 1 for the reason that the 
seed for the Indian and Argentine 
crops has not yet been put in the 
ground. There is the possibility, how- 
ever, that the present high price for 
seed will encourage growers in those 
countries to plant a large crop. We 
have recently shown that the American 
farmer has for years past based his 
sowing area on the price he secured for 
his previous crop. Human nature is 
human nature the world over. The 
Argentine farmers sold their last year’s 
crop at good profits. It should and un- 
doubtedly will encourage them to in- 
crease their acreage this fall, and it 
looks as though the next crop from 
that country should be a large one. 
Any large supply of seed, particularly 
from Argentina, would have the effect 
of reducing prices in the foreign mar- 
kets, which would be reflected in the 
market on this side. In the sowing and 
harvesting of flax the principal pro- 
ducing countries may be classed in two 
groups, in one of which are the United 
States and Russia, and in the other Ar- 
gentina and India. In the United States 
and Russia the crop is sown as soon as 
danger of frost is over in the spring 
and harvested from midsummer to 
early fall frosts. The crops of Argen- 
tina and India mature during the 
months corresponding to our Northern 
winter and liberal receipts from these 
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crops are on the market from January 


to April. The following table gives 


the sowing time, the number of days in 


which the crop will mature and the 
months of free deliveries:

The Minneapolis market is now open 
to trading in flax futures, the trades to 
go through the clearing house the 
same as those for grain. In comment- 
ing on the change the Minneapolis 
Market Record states: ‘The flax mills 
of Minneapolis have the larest com- 
bined capacity of any city in the 
country, when those now being com- 
pleted are opened.” Minneapolis makes 
a very creditable showing in crushing 
capacity, but must yield first place to 
Buffalo by a wide margin, and second 
place to New York city. As between 
Minneapolis and Chicago for third 
place, the former city has good grounds 
for claiming it, although Chicago, if we 
include the Cleveland new process mill 
at South Chicago, has the larger num- 
ber of presses. The record by cities

There seems no good reason for be- 
lieving that any important increases in 
sales of oil should be looked for the 
coming season, and an estimate of 40,- 
000,000 gallons, the product of 16,000,000 
bushels of seed, may be regarded suf- 
ficiently high. The capacity of the av- 
erage press is 40,000 bushels a year. It 
will, therefore, require 400 presses to do 
the work, if run on full time. The 
working capacity of the active mills, 
or mills that are in a position to start 
up when necessary, is double this num- 
ber. It is, therefore, evident that but 
half the mills will be able to make full 
runs, or if all the mills work each can 
make but half a run. As few of the 
mills have yet started up, it is a little 
too early to form an idea of how the 
work will be apportioned among them, 
and the managers of the various inter- 
ests are inclined to saw wood and keep 
mum. The reduced size of the seed 
coming from the Northwest is one of 
the features of the crop of 1900. Parts 
of that section had an _ insufficient 
amount of moisture, and the hot, dry 
weather resulted in a quick maturity 
of the early crop. To this is attributed 
the decrease in the size of the seed. 
The question is a pertinent one—will 
the small-sized seed reproduce a like 
small seed? Should it do so, the flax 
growers of the Northwest would suffer 
a lasting injury, in that the greater 
number of seeds required for a meas- 
ured bushel would result in a lowering 
of the average yield per bushel. The 
situation in the Southwest, where the 
seed this year has increased in size, 
would be the reverse of that in the 
Northwest, and if their seed should re- 
produce itself they would have more 
bushels to the acre and a finer quality 
than in former years. The prices for 



















cash and August seed closed without 
any important change, the gains of the 
week being lost the closing day. Sep- 
tember gained 34%c. and October 2%c. 
There were no special influences at 
work. Advices from the Northwest 
point more strongly than ever to an 
immense crop, barring the possibility 
of frost. Should frosts hold off till Sep- 
tember 15, a large crop is assured. 
The rainy conditions now existing in 
the flax sections have wonderfully im- 
proved the late sown flax and at the 
same time are not favorable to frosts. 
These reports were frequent at the 
close of the week, and possibly caused 
the late weakness.

The car receipts for August at Chica- 


go to and including Aug. 29 foot up 
1,404 cars. The receipts the last few 
days average 50 cars. With but two 


days remaining in the month the total 
for the month can safely be stated as 
1,500 cars. This amount exceeds that 
received in any August since 1896, when 
over 3,000 cars arrived, and compares 
with 999 last year, 1,151 in August, 1898, 
and 1,401 cars in 1897. To ascertain the 
proper relation of the August car re- 
ceipts at Chicago to those for the full 
year, strike the average for years of 
similar conditions. Then add to that 
percentage the increased per cent. of 
the Southwestern yield this season. 
The proportion of the year’s car re- 
ceipts that arrived in August the last 
two years was 11.59 per cent. in 1899 
and 11.56 per cent. in 1898. Of the en- 
tire crop of the country 32.34 per cent. 
arrived in cars at Chicago during Au- 
gust, 1899, and 32.09 per cent. in 1898. 
We thus have a direct relation be- 
tween the August car receipts at Chi- 
cago and the crop of the United States, 
there being shown but a trifling varia- 
tion for the last two years. If the con- 
ditions in the Southwest were un- 
changed from those of last year and the 
year before it would be safe to assume 
that the receipts of the present August 
would equal 11.59 per cent. of the year’s 
car receipts. But there has been an in- 
crease of 12.18 per cent. in the Kansas 
flax crop, as given in the official State 
figures, therefore the proportion of the 
month’s to the year’s receipts should be 
increased to that extent. Thus the 
August car receipts at Chicago will 
equal 13 per cent. of the 1900 car re- 
ceipts. The August receipts have been 
1,500 cars, which is 13 per cent. of 11,538 
cars, representing the estimated cars to 
arrive here on the _ 1900-1901 crop. 
Problem 2—To ascertain the volume of 
the crop of the United States, first 
find the percentage of the year’s car re- 
ceipts at Chicago in their relation to

Carry out the proportion thus ascer- 
tained and add to the result the esti- 
mated increase in the Northwestern 
yield. Now the decreased yield per 
acre in the Northwest has been rather 
more than offset by the increased acre- 
age, the increased volume of the North- 
western crop being estimated at 2,000,- 
000 bushels or over. The proportion the 
year’s car receipts at Chicago bore to 
last year’s crop was 32.34 per cent. The 
year’s rail receipts at this point are es- 
timated above as 11,538 cars, which, at 
the Board of Trade rule of 750 bushels 
to the car, would be 8,653,500 bushels. 
This amount is 32.34 per cent. of 26,757,- 
885 bushels. The increase in the North- 
western yield is figured at two millions, 
giving a total crop for 1900 of 28,757,885 
bushels.

Receipts at 
Minneapolis are increasing rapidly, 97 
ears:for the week, while Duluth had but 
25, also an improvement. 

LINSEED OIL.—The price of linseed 
oil at the close of the week in Chicago 
is nominally 6lc. Presumably there is 
the usual difference of 2c. for small lots, 
but under the present conditions, with 
oil so out of line with flax prices, the 
rates are not as steadily maintained as 
they otherwise would be. There is even 
a shading of the nominal price of 6lc. 
in car lots to good buyers. <A great 
many people have been and still are 
anticipating very much lower prices for 
oil. They have been talking 40c. to 45c. 
This has caused reports to be circulated 
that oil has been sold for October de- 
livery as low as 45c. Rumor has one 
crusher selling in the East for future 
delivery, commencing in October, at 
46c., and another house selling a round 
lot for future delivery in Philadelphia 
at 42c. But these reports cannot be 
verified. There is no evidence that oil 
has sold at any such prices, and the 
condition of the oil market does not 
warrant it. While these reports are in 
the air buyers are hoping for and ex- 
pecting a big drop in prices. This 45c. 
talk has been heard since late July and 
early August. Then it was in Septem- 
ber it was to occur. It has not yet ma- 
terialized, certainly not for spot oil. 
Now, with the first of September at 
hand, they are looking for it in October. 
They evidently do not consider the sit- 
uation. Those who are holding off for 
45-cent oil may be entirely wrong on 
the market, as they were the past and 
present month, and are all too likely to 
be for the month to come. There were 
liberal stocks of oil carried over into the 
new crop year, and with only a reason- 
able distribution the old stocks should 
be much reduced by this time. Yet no 
move seems to have been made looking 
to a starting up of the mills, which 
would indicate that rather more oil was 


carried than is generally believed, or 
that the distribution has been under 
expectation. 


LINSEED CAKE.—There is more in- 
quiry from abroad and from exporters, 
chiefly continental orders, but there has 
been no business of consequence trans- 
acted. Sellers are holding at $24.75 f. 
o. b. Chicago, October West, and cables 
show about $24. There has been a re- 
sale of 500 tons at $24.25 f. o. b. Chi- 
cago. The production continues very 
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limited and it is not probable there will 
be a general starting up of mills this 
season until comparatively late, as 
stocks of oil are believed to be ade- 
quate to cover the demand for some 
time to come, and mills having oil will 
start up only to fill such cake orders as 
they have booked. These orders prob- 
ably aggregate 8,000 to 10,000 tons, 
September-October West. 

OLEO OIL.—This product seems to 
have taken a new lease of life since 


| the recent demoralization and reacted 


sharply, advancing to 51 florins, an im- 
provement of 4 florins for the week. 
The sales were but 3,200 tierces, as 
compared with 3,800 the week before, 
but it took all but 1,200 tierces of that 
in store, as against stocks of 1,900 a 
week ago. The shipments improved but 
400 tierces and were 3,500, while the 
afloat was stationary at 7,000. The 
local market got excited early in the 
week and went to 8\%c., at which it held 
unchanged all week. 

LARD.—The lard market was unin- 
teresting. Cash opened with an ad- 
vance of 12%c., principally on sales of 


1,000,000 pounds loose, then reacted 
l7%c, on liquidation and selling by 
packers through commission houses, 


combined with heavy receipts of hogs. 
Cash closed at $6.67% and loose at $6.50. 


Shipments were 27,700 and exports 
36,500 tierces. 

TALLOW.—Opened steady with a 
good demand for all grades. Edible 


was offered at 5%c., while some St. 
Joe stuff went to refiners at 5c. Some 
Kansas City prime sold to local soapers 
at 4.70c. The local market for prime 
was nominally 4%@5c. Renderers, 4% 
@4%c.; prime country, 4%c.; No. 1, 
4%c.; No. 2, 3%@4%c. The close was 
fairly steady with stocks apparently 
well cleaned up. 

STEARINES.—Oleo stearine opened 
at 7%c. There were sales at that price 
and packers advanced their figures to 
7i%ec., one bid of 73:c. having been de- 
climed. At the close they were asking 
7%c., but showed anxiety to sell and 
the market could not be considered over 
7%c. at the close, Tallow stearine was 
nominal at 5%c. and yellow grease 
stearine generally held at 4%c., with 
4%c. bid. 

*REASES.—Improved slightly under 
a good demand for domestic purposes, 
as well as from exporters, but closed 
barely steady. Offerings were small.

The Indian Ginger Crop 


We have been told that reports are 
spread by several shippers of ginger 
that the new crop had suffered most 
severely from a prolonged drought, and 
that planters do not anticipate any- 
thing like an average crop, but are 
rather in dread of another failure. At 
the very best the yield is supposed 
hardly to reach the total of last year’s 
gathering. All reports which we have 
received so far from our Indian corre- 
spondents make no mention of such a 
serious state of affairs in the ginger- 
growing districts; in fact, they consider 
the time still too early to issue a posi- 
tive and reliable estimate of the new 
crop. We fear, therefore, that in the 
case of the shippers who are trying to 
alarm our trade ‘“‘the wish has been the 
father to the thought,” and that these 
reports are circulated not without a 
We all know what an utter 
failure last season’s ginger business has 
been. Our trade during the whole of 
the season being frightened to pay the 
high prices defanded by over-sanguine 
native dealers, next to no business on 
arrival terms resulted, but yet close 
upon 1,250 tons of Calicut ginger alone 
have been shipped from Calicut, the 
bulk of which found its way to London 
on consignment. The long expected rise 
of our spot prices did not take place, 
and these shipments are thus still in 
first hands, and it is only natural ‘that 
attempts should be made to clear them, 
before the arrival of the new crop, or

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before offers of new ginger begin to 
make their appearance in the market. 
We, therefore, cannot attach much im- 
portance to the rumors in question.—

The Advent of Cheap Cyanides. 


It has been evident for years-past, to 
those who are able to grasp the position 
of the cyanide industry and also to 
foresee its future, that a cheap method 
of producing the alkaline cyanides 
would even at the present rate of con- 
sumption prove one of the most re- 
munerative undertakings of modern in- 
dustry, seeing that it would open up 
possibilities of dealing with complex 
ores which would greatly increase the 


demand. It is well known that the 
double cyanides have properties pos- 
sessed by few other metallic com- 


pounds, and they behave towards the 
electric current as no other 
compounds do. 


metallic 


At the present time these properties 
have only been available commercially 
in a few cases, such as in the treatment 
of the noble metals, but cheap cyanides 
would enable us to recover and to sepa- 
rate easily the different metals con- 
tained in complex ores, which are to be 
had in large quantities, and which up 
to the present have only been treated 
by processes of very doubtful utility. 
No wonder that the thoughts of many 
chemists have been turned in this di- 
rection, and that the solution of the 
problem has narrowed itself teghnically 
into the conversion of nitrogen either 
from the atmosphere or from ammonia 
into cyanogen. 

At the first blush it would appear 
folly to pursue experiments on the lines 
of using ammonia, when an inexhaust- 
ible supply of nitrogen is to be found 
in the atmosphere, but experience has 
shown that this view is quite erroneous, 
and that the production of cyanides 
from the nitrogen of the air presents 
difficulties quite out of proportion to 
its apparent economy. The reason for 
this is not far to seek. All those 
processes that aim at the conversion of 
the nitrogen of the air into eyanogen 
are essentially reduction 
Which the presence of oxygen interferes 
most seriously with the economics of 
the operation. In order to utilize the 
nitrogen of the atmosphere to the best 
advantage it would be necessary to 
eliminate every trace of oxygen, a 
problem which will always involve con- 
siderable expense, Tt has also been 
found that under otherwise similar con- 
ditions the heat necessary to convert 
pure nitrogen into cyanogen compounds 
is considerably greater than when am- 
monia is used in its place, so that in 
employing nitrogen we have to face 
two conditions which do not appear on

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the surface, first the elimination of oxy- 
gen, and second, the higher tempera- 
tures, which cause ruinous tear and 
wear in the apparatus. 

It is a matter of simple calculation 
to prove that the theoretical quantity of 
ammonia necessary to produce cyanide 
of potassium amounts in money value 
to not more than £10 per ton of cyan- 
ide, and thus the cost of preparing ni- 
trogen, and the expenses incidental to 
the destruction of plant by excessive 
temperatures, must be less than £10 
per ton of cyanide to show any advan- 
tage over the use of ammonia, a con- 
summation devoutly hoped for, but 
which shows but little prospect of real- 
ization. Under these circumstances 
processes based on the direct action of 
ammonia need, we think, fear but lit- 
tle competition from those in which air 
is used as a starting point, if they 
avoided serious destruction of the am- 
monia. 

Unfortunately, in the processes known 
up to the present, an enormous destruc- 
tion of ammonia takes place, amount- 
ing sometimes to nearly three-quarters 
of that substance employed. This 
means that the cost of ammonia per 
ton of cyanide produced would be over 
£40, instead of the theoretical cost of 
£10, which of course bars the commer- 
cial success of many of the processés 


| so far proposed. 
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No doubt this de- 
struction of ammonia is partly due to 
the materials employed and the by- 
reactions resulting from them, which 
tend to oxidize the ammonia, “and 
partly due to the excessive heat at 
which the operations are performed. A 
process, therefore, which would deal 
with materials not liable to cause oxi- 
dation of the ammonia, and in which 
the reaction would take place at a mod- 
erate temperature, should be likely to 
yield the results which chemists have 
been so long striving to obtain, 

The foregoing favorable conditions 
seem to us to prevail in Grossman’s 
patent for the production of cyanides 
and ferrocyanides, of which we pub- 
lished an abstract in our last week's is- 
sue. Dr. Grossman uses aS a starting 
point the sulphides of the alkalies. No 
oxygen is, therefore, present in the re- 
sulting mass, such as would be the case 
if alkaline carbonates or caustic alkali 
were employed, and according to the 
specification the reaction seems to pro- 
ceed smoothly on the lines that cyan- 
ides are formed, suphuretted hydrogen 
and sulphide of ammonium being 
eliminated, each of which presents no 
difficulties in recovery or collection. The 
temperature at which the reaction is 
stated to take place is, moreover, com- 
paratively low—a temperature at which

Production of Satin White. 


According to the “Papier Zeitung” 
satin white is often employed in place 
of “blanc fixe’ in the production of 
stained and other paper. The manu- 
facture of satin white, which has form- 
erly been guarded as a secret, is de- 
scribed as follows: 

Satin white is made in three grades, 
No. 1 being the dearest and No. 3 the 
cheapest. 

Grade 1 is produced by dissolving 100 
kilos of magnesium chloride hot in 200 
to 300 liters of water and running into 
a spacious vat through a linen filter. 
To the magnesium chloride solution 
add, with constant stirring, a hot solu- 
tion of soda, as long as carbonate con- 


tinues to precipitate, which can be 
readily aseertained by the floccose sep- 
aration. In a smaller vessel dissolve 
75 kilos of soda in hot water, filter 
through a linen filter into a large vat 
and add, with plenty of stirring, a solu- 
tion of 100 kilos of aluminum sulphate. 
| The aluminum hydrate thus obtained is 
then washed a few times, and after all 
the magnesium carbonate in the first 
receptacle has precipitated, is added to 
the latter, with constant stirring. 
Finally the precipitate is filtered and 
squeezed out well. 

Grade 2 is obtained by finely grind- 
| ing 100 kilos of burnt lime in a wet 
mill, preparing same into finely divided 
milk of lime and washing into a vat 
through a sieve. In a smaller recept- 
|} acle dissolve about 45 kilos of soda in 
hot water and add the solution through 
a sieve to the milk of lime, stirring in- 
cessantly. It is essential to dilute as 
much as possible. In another vessel 
dissolve 100 kilos of aluminum sulphate 
in hot water and add this solution to 
the contents of the first vat with con- 
tinued stirring. After some stirring 
|; wash out several times, filter and press 
| thoroughly. 

Grade 3 is obtained in the same man- 
ner as No. 2, except that 130 to 140 kilos 
of burnt lime is employed.—Neueste Er-

Holders 
are firm at 22@23c. in quantity lots for 
prime, free goods. As the supply of 
free goods of both these brands is lim- 
ited, higher prices may be expected in 
the near future. The scarcity of free 
goods of all grades is being felt more 
keenly every day. The larger portion 
of stock here of all brands is out of 
condition, and free goods will command 
a premium from this time on to the 
Winter months.

No cables of 
wnportance have been received from 
either London or Calcutta. We report 
an arrival at this port of 910 cases ex 
the Westburn direct from Calcutta. Our 
Calcutta correspondent 
lows under date of Aug. 3, 1900: 

Since last week the Calcutta market has 
been more active, though prices show a lower 
tendency for October-December delivery, Ru- 
pees 28 12 annas per maund being the last 
rate paid for TN. In marks, Rs.38 has been 
given for “Octagon B,’’ the lowest price paid 
for a long time. 

From reliable information, received from 
Mirzapore, it is now seen that production has 
actually fallen off, and that the natives are 
merely selling in the hope of a profit, and the 
prices paid for sticklac are much above the 
equivalent rate per maund for shellac. Pure 
shellac cannot be made at the above prices, 
and ‘‘TN’’ must be adulterated. Buyers, how- 
er, never seem to consider this. 

Shipments from Calcutta for July are about 
7,000 cases. The total shipments of lac from 
this port from January to June was 91,508 
eases, which included 31,393 cases to America, 
against 25,365 cases in_ 1899. 

Orange and Button.—The shipments to Lon- 
don show a slight falling off in ‘‘Orange.”’ 
while the Continent had received double the 
quantity. The shipments amount to 10,687 
eases Orange, against 8,245 cases during same 


months in 1899.

The market as a whole is more ac- 
tive, but the price fluctuations have 
been few and unimportant. Cloves are 
quotably unchanged at 74%@7%c. for 
Zanzibar and 11%@12c. for Amboyna 
and the market is very dull, although 
there is a firmer feeling in London.
